times it is good to go down into the 
valley of suffering. 

The narrating of the personal experi- 
ences of a beloved minister friend, whose 
Bible teaching and radio messages have 
brought comfort and’ salvation to thou- 
sands over the years, has served to em- 
boss this precious truth clearly for the 
spiritual eye. 

Over a six-year period God has laid 
him low for two serious operations. Re- 
cently a correspondent had chided him 
for not claiming the ability of God for 
immediate, complete healing. He firmly 
believes that God is able, but was not 
led of the Lord to claim it for himself. 
Only now does he know why. 

During his first illness, when suffering 
was so great that in some respects his 
old man gained some supremacy, he re- 
sented the fact that his nurse was of 
Oriental extraction. However, her devo- 
tion, her gentleness, and her ability soon 
overcame this sinful thought trend, and 
he learned to love her. One day he 
said, “Miss are you a Christian?” 
She answered, “No.” “What a pity,” he 
continued, “for you would make a fine 
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servant of the Lord.” Before he left 
the hospital, he had the joy of leading 
her to the Lord, and he was thrilled, 
while hospitalized on this recent occa- 
sion, to receive a letter from her say- 
ing that she has gone on with Him, and 
has grown in grace and the knowledge 
of her Lord and Saviour. ~ 

No sooner was he installed in his hos- 
pital room a few weeks ago when his 
doctor said: “You know Mr. ——. He 
is just down the hall and wants to see 
you. I think you can do him good.” 
The minister asked if it was Mr. —— 
of the —— Funeral Parlors, and was in- 
formed that it was. He arranged imme- 
diately to see Mr. ——, finding him so 
wracked by a strange disease that to 
look upon him was a distinct shock. 

“T am so glad to see you,” said the funeral 
director. “I don’t know what is wrong 
with me, but I feel that I have put too 
much stress on business.” 

“You have some very fine motorized 
equipment in your business,” said the man 
of God. “If anything goes wrong with it 
—no matter how trifling—you take im- 
mediate steps to get it hitting on all 
eight cylinders again. You are very suc- 
cessful in business; you are a cultured 
gentleman; you have a wide circle of 
friends. You have nurtured the body 
and the mind; you have cultivated the 
social urge; but you have neglected your 
soul. Your trouble is that you are hit- 
ting on but six cylinders. You should 
be hitting equally on all eight.” 

The unsaved man readily admitted that 
this was so, and in this and subsequent 
conversations eagerly sought to know 
more of the Saviour who could supply 
all his need. On the day the minister 
was to leave the hospital he went along 
to the other man’s ward for a final word. 
And, what is unusual for a _ hospital, 
they were left very much alone; although 
the nurses were looking for the min- 
ister, and knew of the former visits, the 
nurses never thought of looking in the 
other ward. “Isn't it strange,” com- 
mented the one being left behind, “that 
we have been left so long undisturbed, 
to talk of the need of the soul?” 

Definitely it was of the Lord. This 
man is close to the Kingdom, though he 
has not, at the time of this writing, 
stepped over the line. “If I had claimed 
God’s precious promises for myself in 
seeking instantaneous healing,” says our 
minister, “He might have given it to 
me, but I would have missed these two 
precious experiences; I could not have 
helped these two needy souls. How are 
we to reach those who are in the valley 
of suffering unless we are willing to let 
God have His way, and go down into the 
valley where they are?” 

God’s Word teaches the gift of healing, 
and that it may be received instantane- 
ously, but it also teaches that prayer 
must be in the name of Christ and the 
will of the Father. God’s purposes are 
changeless. The Apostle Paul prayed 
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three times that the “thorn in the flesh, 
the messenger of Satan [given] . . . lest 
@I should be exalted above measure, .. . 
might depart from me” (2 Cor. 12:7, 8). 
The apostle had no doubt that God was 
able, but it was not in His will. Instead, 
He said unto Paul, “My grace is sufficient 
for thee; for my strength is made perfect 
in weakness.” Of this sufficiency of 
grace the Apostle says in 2 Corinthians 
9:8, “And God is able to make all grace 
abound toward you; that ye ... may 
_abound to every good work.” 

That (apart from the power of Satan 
to mimic to a, limited degree the all- 
powerfulness of God) all healing is di- 
vine, is shown by the calling of born- 
again believers as doctors, nurses, and 
medical missionaries. God provides in 
His Word for: 

1.The employment of physicians: 
“Jesus ... Said unto them, They that 
be whole need not a physician, but they 
that are sick” (Matt. 9:12). If doctors 
are contrary to the will and purpose of 
God, He would not have made reference 
to them with respect to His personal 
dealings with the need of sinners—the 
spiritually sick. 

2. The use of medicines: “A merry 
heart doeth good like a medicine” (Prov. 
17:22). “There is none to plead thy 
cause, that thou mayest be bound up: 
thou hast no healing medicines” (Jer. 
30:13). 

3. The use of ointments, balsams, and 
plasters for the treatment of infection 
and wounds: “And Isaiah said, Take a 
lump of figs. And they took and laid 
it on the boil, and he recovered” (2 
Kings 20:7). “From the sole of the foot 
even unto the head there is no sound- 
ness in it; but wounds, and bruises, and 
putrifying sores: they have not been 
closed, neither bound up, neither molli- 
fied with ointment” (Isa. 1:6). 

4. The treatment of fractures: “Son of 
man, I have broken the arm of Pharaoh 
king of Egypt; and, lo, it shall not be 
bound up to be healed, to put a roller 
to bind it, to make it strong to hold a 
sword” (Ezek. 30:21). 

All scientific knowledge, whether with 
respect to medicine, surgery, or other 
wise, is only available to man as God 
permits the laws by which He formed 
and controls the universe, its inhabitants, 
its fauna, its flora, and its very con- 
sistency, to be revealed and understood 
by His creatures. His laws say that if 
a certain unhealthy condition is removed 
by diet, self-control, medicine, surgery, 
or prayer, the normal condition will be 
restored, except of course when He in 
His wisdom decides otherwise. The 
withholding of healing can be as much 
the will of God as the immediate setting 
aside of the unhealthy condition, that 
may or may not have resulted from dis- 
obedience to the divine health laws of 
God. 

In other words, for reasons the Scrip- 
tures reveal, God does refuse healing 


- honour to whom honour” 
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even when proper spiritual and health 
procedures are followed. And He does 
permit sickness and affliction. Paul, of 
course, is a perfect example. Why does 
God allow even His children to languish 
on beds of sickness? Let the Scriptures 
declare some of the reasons: 

1. That the works of God might be 
manifest. As to the reason for the blind 
man’s condition, the Lord Jesus an- 
swered, “Neither hath this man sinned, 
nor his parents: but that the works of 
God should be made manifest in him” 
(John 9:3).

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Revival in Japan 


A breath from Heaven upon missionaries 


and Japanese believers 


pel work in Japan has gone forward 

by leaps and bounds—because re- 
vival has come. Missionaries have had 
new experiences with the Lord, miracle 
power is being displayed, Japanese 
Christians are going out with new zeal, 
and. many Japanese, who formerly were 
only intellectually interested in Chris- 
tianity, are coming out definitely for 
Christ. , 

In recent months the work in Japan 
had been:very discouraging. Mission- 
aries on every hand witnessed a return 
to the shrines, and thousands of in- 
quirers turned away when they came 
face to face with the real issue. Satan’s 
attacks upon the missionaries had been 
unusually severe—spiritually, mentally, 
and physically. Members of different 
missions in Tokyo were gathering for 
early morning prayer each week to seek 
revival. American Christians in close 
contact with the Japan work were join- 
ing them, though six or seven thousand 
miles away. 

The first indication of revival came on 
February 10 and 11, when about 100 mis- 
sionaries of The Evangelical Alliance 
Mission met in Tokyo for a mid-year con- 
ference to pray about financial needs. 
From the, very beginning the financial 
matters took a back seat as missionaries 
became concerned about their own spir- 
itual needs. Everybody was broken 
before God and his fellow workers. Spir- 
itual defeat in many forms was con- 
fessed, Christians made affairs right with 
one another, a new joy and power filled 
them. As one expressed it, they had all 
been living in the light of 1 John 1:9, but 
now they were learning the meaning of 
James 5:16.

It SPREADS TO KARUIZAWA 


When some of the missionaries sharing 
in the.revival returned to Karuizawa, 
God’s Spirit continued to be poured out. 
A number of missionaries not able to 
attend the Tokyo conference were grip- 
ped with deep conviction of their needs 
and asked for prayer. Others told how 
God had wonderfully dealt with them 
in Karuizawa during the time of the 
Tokyo conference. Spontaneous, unan- 
nounced meetings were carried on every 
night that week in Karuizawa, with a 
glorious liberty of the Spirit prevailing. 
There was no leader, apart from the Spirit. 
Prayer, singing, testimony, confessions, 
and praise moved in orderly fashion until 
almost midnight every night. Each night 
new ones would come and early in the 
evening would testify to defeat and need. 
The group would stop to pray for them 
and perhaps an hour later they would

News of revival almost never finds 
a place among the somber headlines 
in the press. But here and there re- 
vival fires are brightening this 
world’s dark horizons, and now 
comes an encouraging report from 
dapan. Dr. Johnson is general direc- 
tor of The Evangelical Alliance Mis- 
sion (TEAM), founded in 1890 as The 
Scandinavian Alliance Mission of 
North America, and having mission- 
aries in many lands, 








rise again to tell how God was meeting 
them, replacing their defeat with songs 
of praise. 

To OTHER MISSIONS 


When revival fires continued to spread 
in Karuizawa, a team of six mission- 
aries felt led to travel to other mission 
stations to carry the good news. They 
visited missionaries on their stations and 
in their individual homes, and God con- 
tinued to work in hearts. Many who 
had not found victory at the Tokyo con- 
ference claimed it at that time. 

More significant was the revival that 
broke out in another mission through 
their ministry. About fifteen mission- 
aries were melted and for four hours 
prayed, confessed sins, and got right 
with God and their fellow workers. 

Visiting a certain city, the team saw 
the hand of God in healing bodies and 
utterly transforming missionaries and 
Christian workers. Those of the mis- 
sion board working in that city declare 
that their entire mission, including their 
college, was visited with a revival they 
never dreamed possible. Meetings lasted 
for nine hours. At a chapel service God 
broke hearts and an all-night prayer 
meeting followed. Now revival fire is 
spreading everywhere the revived stu- 
dents of this college go. 

On their second trip the team found 
some places hard, as missionaries had 
heard about the revival and were resist- 
ing it. But by this time these revived 
missionaries had learned to hold onto 
God in prayer until He answered. Doing 
that, they saw the power fall in the vari- 
ous places they visited, and, as a result, 
missionaries who were cast down and 
defeated were caused to weep, confess 
their sins, and claim the victory. 

JAPANESE, TOO 

Revival blessings have spread to Jap- 
anese Christians as well as missionaries. 
A missionary, speaking at a*Tokyo Youth 
for Christ rally, abandoned his evange- 


_listic message to tell what God was doing 


among the missionaries. Soon the aisles 





were full of Japanese young people— 
Christians seeking new power and vic- 
tory, and scores of unsaved. Sunday 
morning, in a Japanese church, almost 
the entire congregation was moved to 
tears. One man prayed with such in- 
tense brokenness and desperation that 
the benches around him literally shook. 

One night in Karuizawa a revived 
missionary began to testify through in- 
terpretation to a class of Japanese maids. 
She spoke one sentence, and the Spirit 
of God gripped the interpreter, who 
broke down weeping. By midnight three 
had been saved, others had surrendered 
to the Lord, and all were deeply touched, 
although no message or testimony was 
ever given. 

God touched hearts as a missionary 
spoke at a weekly meeting of language 
teachers; the only instructor not sure of 
his salvation entered into full assurance, 
and all but two of the others made new 
surrenders to God amid weeping and 
brokenness, a sight not ordinarily seen 
among the impassive Orientals. 

At a denominational seminary in 
Tokyo, God worked as two missionaries 
spoke; students made things right and 
cried out to God for new power and 
holiness of life. 

The above experiences show the pat- 
tern the revival is taking among mission- 
aries and Japanese Christians; these in- 
cidents are not meant to be inclusive. 


TESTIMONIES 

Missionaries’ hearts have been filled 
to overflowing with what God has done 
for them and their work. Many have 
said, “For the first time in my life I can 
come to God with a heart that condemns 
me not.” One wife declared, “This re- 
vival has so changed our home life that 
it is like being married all over again.” 

Another missionary testified: “I re- 
alized I had never consistently lived the 
victorious life. I had lived with my roof 
off before God, but with my walls up 
before my fellow believers. I had pre- 
tended to be one thing while in actual- 
ity I had been something else. My own 
miserable pride would not let me con- 
fess my ‘faults [sins] one to another.’ 
. . . God has made me sensitive to sin 

the Bible is a new book to me, 
prayer is a new revelation, and our mis- 
sionary work in every aspect has a new 
approach.” 

This from a missionary wife: “One 
night after church my husband and I 
were up until 2 a.m. making things right 
with each other. I praise the Lord for 
the love He has given me for Himself, 
His Word, and my family. I have never 
experienced such joy in the Lord in the 
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seventeen years of my Christian life. 

Much prayer, in public and private, 
has changed many lives. Said one mis- 
sionary, “Everyone I see I want to pray 
with!” 

Here are further statements made by 
missionaries who had special experiences 
in the revival: 

“I just can’t express in words what 
God has done. Friends, it is something 
great and wondrous. It is something that 
I didn’t think I’d ever see., It is not a 
little emotional stirring—IT IS RE- 
VIVAL. Praise God! 

“I am convinced that this is-a mani- 
festation of the world-wide revival for 
which we are all praying. It has had 
every mark of God upon it, and no 
fleshly excesses. 

“You have heard about the revival 
God has sent to Japan. It is indeed a 
Holy Ghost revival! Man could not do 
what we have seen the Holy Ghost do 
in the past seven weeks.” 

“We tremble at the thought of relating 
our experiences, but God has worked so 
unmistakably. and powerfully that we 
must share with you some of the things 
God has done for His glory. We have 
seen scores of missionaries and nationals 
melted before God.” 

“Our team of six first visited Osaka. We 
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saw the hand of God in healing bodies 
and utterly transforming missionaries 
and Christian workers. ... We saw the 
fire of God fall on meetings in a way 
that literally defies description.” 

“I can say with all my heart that God 
has pruned me, taken out dead limbs, 
and filled me with His Holy Ghost. He 
has given me a new faith, a new light 
into the Word, and a new power for 
witnessing I never knew before.” 

Its SIGNIFICANCE 

The Lord may wish to give the Japa- 
nese this supernatural evidence of athe 
truth of the Gospel. Many times God 
has sent revival just before wars and 
persecution. 

Few American Christians have ever 
seen revival. In fact; many have ad- 
justed their theology to suit their dry, 
miracleless experience. May the report 
of what God is doing in Japan create a 
hunger in our hearts to see true Holy 
Spirit power in our lives and in our 
service for Christ! We have the organ- 
ization and facilities for a tremendous 
Gospel impact, but our unbelief and hid- 
den sin are holding back the power like 
the stops on some great organ. 

We have held back long enough. Who 
will heed God’s voice and pull ihe stop?

Il. God’s Use of Types in Prophecy 


The stone that will become a great mountain

NE of the most important of all 

chapters in Biblical prediction is 
Daniel 2. It is in this chapter that we 
have the dream image of the king of 
Babylon, Nebuchadnezzar, in which he 
beholds a colossal image with head of 
gold, breast and arms of silver, belly 
and thighs of brass, legs of iron, toes 
part of iron and part of clay. Then he 
sees a stone cut out of the mountain 
without hands which falls upon the feet 
of the image, breaking it into pieces, 
the fragments of which are carried 
away as the dust of a summer’s threshing 
floor. This stone in turn becomes a 
great mountain filling the whole earth. 
There is little room left for speculation 
for the interpretation of the dream is 
given by Daniel in chapter 2, verses 
36-43: 

“This is the dream; and we will tell 
the interpretation thereof before the 
king. Thou, O king, art a king of kings: 
for the God of heaven hath given thee 
a kingdom, power, and strength, and

glory. And wheresoever the children 
of men dwell, the beasts of the field and 
the fowls of the heaven hath he given 
into thine hand, and hath made thee 
ruler over them all. Thou art this head 
of gold. And after thee shall arise an- 
other kingdom inferior to thee, and an- 
other third kingdom of brass, which shall 
bear rule over all the earth. And the 
fourth kingdom shall be strong as iron: 
forasmuch as iron breaketh in pieces 
and subdueth all things: and as iron that 
breaketh all these, shall it break in 
pieces and bruise. And whereas thou 
sawest the feet and toes, part of potters’ 
clay, and part of iron, the kingdom shall 
be divided; but there shall be in it of 
the strength of the iron, forasmuch as 
thou sawest the iron mixed with miry 
clay. And as the toes of the feet were 
part of iron, and part of clay, so the 
kingdom shall be partly strong, and 
partly broken. And whereas thou saw- 
est iron mixed with miry clay, they shall 
mingle themselves with the seed of men: 
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but they shall not cleave one to another, 
even as iron is not mixed with clay.” 
The image represents the whole course 
of Gentile rule in the earth from the 
days of Nebuchadnezzar until the coming 
of the Son of man to set up His King- 
dom. Time will not permit us to in- 
dulge in the thrilling study of “the times 
of the Gentiles,” which the image so 
vividly types, but that which does con- 
cern us here is that this vast program 
is to be terminated by the God of Heaven 
which shall never be destroyed, and in 
its place one is to be set up by the glori- 
ous return of Christ, who is likened in 


His coming to this smiting stone (Psa. 
2:7-9; Isa. 63:1-6: Rev. 19:11-16). Now 


concerning this the Prophet Daniel de- 
clares: 

“And in the days of these kings shall 
the God of heaven set up a kingdom, 
which shall never be destroyed: and the 
kingdom shall not be left to other peo- 
ple, but it shall break in pieces and 
consume all these kingdoms, and it shall 
stand for ever. Forasmuch as thou saw- 
est that the stone was cut out of the 
mountain without hands, and that it 
brake in pieces the iron, the brass, the 
clay, the silver, and.the gold; the great 
God hath made known to the king what 
shall come to pass hereafter: and the 
dream is certain, and the interpretation 
thereof sure” (Dan. 2:44, 45). 

Now this stone cut out of the moun- 
tain without hands is beyond dispute. 
that stone which was rejected by the 
builders, the Christ of God. Let us take 
a moment to note several of the Scrip- 
ture references to this: 

“The stone which the builders refused 
is become the head stone of the corner” 
(Psa. 118:22). 

“Jesus saith unto them, Did ye never 
read in the scriptures, The stone which 
the builders rejected, the same is be- 
come the head of the corner: this is 
the Lord’s doing, and it is marvellous 
in our eyes? Therefore say I unto you, 
The kingdom of God shall be taken from 
you, and given to a nation bringing forth 
the fruits thereof. And whosoever shall 
fall on this stone shall be broken: but 
on whomsoever it shall fall, it will grind 
him to powder” (Matt. 21:42-44). 

“And he beheld them, and said, What 
is this then that is written, The stone 
which the builders rejected, the same is 
become the head of the corner? Who- 
“soever shall fall upon that stone shall 
be broken; but on whomsoever it shall 
fall, it will grind him to powder” (Luke 
20:17, 18). 

“This is the stone which was set at 
nought of you builders, which is be- 
come the head of the corner” (Acts 4:11). 

“Unto you therefore which believe he 
is precious: but unto them which be dis- 
obedient, the stone which the builders 
disallowed, the same is made the head of 
the corner. And a stone of stumbling, 
and a rock of offence, even to them 
which stumble at the word, being dis- 
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obedient: whereunto also they were ap- 
pointed” (1 Pet. 2:7, 8). 

Here then is presented, in type, a vivid 
portrayal of the descent or the coming 
of the Lord falling upon the feet of 
the image. The falling stone brings to 
an end the times of the Gentiles, and is 
a living picture of the Lord Jesus Christ 
coming in judgment upon the ten kings 
under their great and impious head, the 
man of sin, the Antichrist. This falling, 
smiting, and sweeping-away of the 
pieces like chaff is a dramatic demon- 
stration that the Kingdom of Christ is 
introduced by judgment at His coming. 
That judgment of Christ is to be seen 
in the falling stone is without doubt. 
Both Matthew 21:44 and Luke 20:18 
clearly state: 

“Whosoever shall fall upon that stone 
shall be broken: but on whomsoever it 
shall fall, it will grind him to powder.” 

The fact that Christ here applies these 
words to Himself removes all doubt as 
to the application and interpretation of 
this type. 

Here we have Israel’s sin and judg-

ment and the fate of the Gentiles. Is- 
rael stumbled against this stone, for to 
them it was a rock of offense and thus 
they were broken as a nation. The evi- 
dence for this is on every hand, as we 
look at Israel scattered throughout the 
world in this very hour. But the Gen- 
tile world rejecting him will be broken, 
crushed, and completely destroyed when 
the stone falls. The coming of Christ 
vill then grind to powder the enemies 
of the Son of God. The military Chris- 
tendom will find its end, and man’s day 
with its boasted progress, civilization, 
and its deification of man will close. Its 
sun will set in dark clouds of judgment, 
the hurricanes of divine displeasure and 
wrath will sweep away that which 
defied God and rejected His greatest 
Gift. 

When will the stone strike? To en- 
deavor to answer this question would be 
to engage in speculation. But this much 
we can be sure of, the end of “the times 
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of the Gentiles” is rapidly approaching, 
and it may be much later than we think. 

Thus God in His picture gallery has 
given to us in the stone of Daniel 2 an- 
other clear picture of what it will be like 
in that day when the Son of God comes 
in judgment.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 

VERY popular bit of philosophy 
A runs: “Sow a thought, and reap 

an act; sow an act, and reap a 
habit; sow a habit, and reap a charac- 
ter.” The only difficulty with this se- 
quence is that it is not true. Character 
is what we begin with, not what we end 
up with. What a man is determines his 
thinking and his acting and his habits. 
Worldly wisdom so often begins at the 
wrong end. 

For sound moral philosophy there is 
no text like the Bible, and the Apostle 
Paul follows the sound teaching of the 
rest of the Book. He does not advise 
men to change their way of thinking and 
acting in order to develop better char- 
acter, but he shows the divine provision 
for making men over, for bestowing upon 
them a new character, and then indicates 
how that new character will manifest 
itself in new conduct. Christian behavior 
is always the response of the new man 
to the divine work within. 

This is why the Epistles of Paul are 
generally built on the simple plan of a 
doctrinal section followed by practical 
exhortations and instructions about be- 
havior. So it is in the Epistle to the 
Romans. The first eleven chapters are 
full of doctrine. In them we learn how 
God makes unrighteous men righteous. 
Then four chapters are given to practical 
matters of Christian living, showing how 
the man who has been made righteous 
is expected to act in various relation- 
ships.

Verse by Verse 

Rom. 12:1.—“Present your bodies a 
living sacrifice .. . your reasonable 
service.” This is to be a once-for-all 
act, and it lies at the basis of all prac- 
tical holiness. As Christ offered Himself 
in a prepared “body” (Heb. 10:5) for 
death, so we are to yield our bodies in 
life as instruments of the will of God. 
Such an offering is described as “holy, 


acceptable . . . reasonable.” 
Verse 2.—“And be not conformed ... 
transformed ... that good, and accept- 


able, and perfect, will of God.” We 
must not make “this age” ‘(Gr.) our pat- 
tern, but by a continual renewal of the 
mind, an inward process wrought by the 
Holy Spirit, we must give outward ex- 
pression to an inner condition. This is 
the transfigured life, in which the will 
of God is done, and found to be “good, 
pleasing, and perfect.” 
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Verse 9.—*‘“‘Let love be without dis- 
simulation. Abhor ... evil; cleave to 

. good.” There is no place for pre- 
tense in the Christian life. Love is the 
basic virtue, and the fountain of al] the 
others. It will assure an abhorrence of 
all evil, and a delight in all good. See 
Psalm 45:7. 

Verse 10.—“. . . kindly affectioned 

. with brotherly love; in honour pre- 
ferring One another.” Here is love within 
the family circle of the saints, which is 
to be gracious, tender, and eager to see 
our brethren rather than ourselves hon- 
ored. Do we measure up here? 

Verse 11.—“Not slothful in business: 
fervent in spirit; serving the Lord.” 
Three more expressions of love. Luther 
translates the first, “Be not lazy as to 
what you ought to do.” The “serving” 
in the third phrase is that of a bond- 
slave, but it is voluntary. 

Verse 12.—“Rejoicing in hope; patient 
in tribulation; continuing instant in 
prayer.” We have a sure hope (Titus 
2:13; 1 Pet. 1:3-5) which should keep 
us rejoicing. When tribulation arises, 
that same hope will sustain us. Stead- 
fast prayer will keep that hope fresh 
and living, and will give us endurance 
in the trying hour. 

Verse 13.—“Distributing to the neces- 


sity of saints: given to hospitality.” Saints ° 


are not always exempt from temporal 
needs, and such occasions are opportu- 
nities for fellow saints to show the love 
of God in a practical way. Hospitality 
does not mean doing a lot of social enter- 
taining, but receiving the saints into 
one’s home to care for them as occasion 
arises. 

Verse 14—“Bless them which perse- 
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cute you ...curse not.” See Luke 6:28. 
We are followers of Him who prayed, 
“Father, forgive them.” This is not easy 
when we feel the sting of the perse- 
cutor’s lash, but the love of God is equal 
to this also. 

Verse 15.—“Rejoice with them that do 
rejoice, and weep with them that weep.” 
There is to be no envy against those 
who prosper, nor gloating over the hurt 
of the distressed Our rejoicing and 
weeping must not only be appropriate, 
but sincere. 

Verse 16.—“ the same 
Mind not high things, but 
i Re not wise in your own conceits.’ 
The first phrase is a call to harmony, 
the second to lowliness, the third to 
humilitv. For “condescend” read “asso-

ciate.” The condescending attitude is to 
be avoided. 

Verse 17.—“Recompense to no man 
evil for evil. Provide things honest in 


the sight of all men.” Retaliation has 
no place in the Christian life. See verse 
19. For “honest” read “good” or “lovely” 
(Gr., kala, basic meaning “beautiful,” 
“lovely”). We may be very honest in all 
our dealings, and still be very unattrac- 
tive. The world must see “the beauty 
of the Lord” in us (Psa. 90:17).

Not only so, but 
he has presented God’s provision for 
making justified men holy. The Cross, 
he has declared, is not only the place 
of Christ's death for us, but the place 


f our death in Christ, and by it the 
justified man is “dead ... unto sin, but 
alive unto God.” Moreover, the Holy 


Spirit enters into the picture, to make 
all God’s provision actual and real and 
practical in the experience of the be- 
liever, till peace, victory, assurance are 
the practical fruit of our sanctification 
The climax is reached in that exultant 
song of the love of Christ at the end 
of chapter 8. 

These are the “mercies of God,” and 
they call for a kind of conduct very 
different from that of the unregenerate. 
This behavior the apostle presents in 
the latter portion of the Epistle, begin- 
ning in chapter 12. First he presents 
the basis of all Christian conduct—an 
outward act, and an inward process. The 


outward act is the presentation of the 
body to God (12:1), and the inward 
process is the renewal of the mind (v.

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ing of our own desires, but for doing 
His will. The inward process is the 
work of the Holy Spirit, and it means 
the transfiguration of our lives, the out- 
shining of an inwrought glory, so that 
“that good, and acceptable, and perfect, 
will of God" becomes a demonstrated 
reality. 

This will of God finds expression in 
the life of the believer in all relation- 
ships. Paul gives exhortations affecting 
three of these relationships. First there 
is the Christian's conduct within the 
sphere of the church (12:3-13), then in 
the sphere of society (12:14-21), and 
then in the sphere of authority (13:1-7). 
Love must dominate our _ behavior 
toward our fellow believers. Blessing 
must mark our conduct toward the 
world. Submission must be shown 
toward all duly established authority. 

Every verse, every phrase in this por- 
tion is worthy of minute attention. Care- 
ful study of this whole section would 
revolutionize the attitude of many a 
Christian. There is far too little “fam- 
ily affection” among the people of God. 
We are altogether too careless about our 
testimony in the world, especially when 
people wrong us. And we are far too 
thoughtless in the matter of obedience 
to the ordinances of the state, such as 
traffic laws, income tax, custom duties, 
and so on. We all need more beauty of

Terics for Development 


The World. Paul uses three words 
which are translated “world” in our 
King James. Version. One of these 


(oikoumene), which signifies the world 
as the habitation of man, he uses very 
infrequently. Much more often he uses 
kosmos, from which we derive such 
words as cosmic, cosmological, and the 
like. Sometimes Paul refers by this 
word to the order of creation, and some- 
times to the moral order. The third 
word is aion, which properly means an 
age, or what we sometimes call a dis- 
pensation. Sometimes he uses this word 
in a good sense, eSpecially when refer- 
ring to eternity; sometimes in a neutral 
sense, when this age is referred to with- 
out signifying its character; and some- 
times in an evil sense, referring to the 
iniquitous powers which control the 
minds of men in this age. See 2 Corin- 
thians 4:4; Galatians 1:4; 2 Timothy 4: 10. 
It is in this sense that the word is used 
in our lesson: “and be not conformed 
to this world.” We are not to make 
the moral standards of this age our pat- 
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tern. The Apostle John invariably uses 
the word kosmos in this sense, and de- 
scribes the character of this “world” as 
embracing “the lust of the flesh, and the 
lust of the eyes, and the pride of life” 
(1 John 2:15). This is the world that 
we are not to love, and to which we are 
not to conform. 

Hospitality. Hospitality is not to be 
confused with the mania for entertain- 
ing so evident in “society.” It has noth- 
ing to do with “throwing parties.” It 
has to do rather with befriending 
strangers, and in the New Testament has 
special reference to caring for saints in 
their journeys away from home. I re- 
cently attended a missionary conference 
in the East, where one hundred and 
eighty missionaries were cared for in 
the homes of the congregation, while 
the women of the church prepared din- 
ner and supper for them for eight days 
in the church: building. That was hos- 
pitality on a big scale, and of necessity 
organized. More recently I was enter- 
tained during a preaching appointment 
in a home which is always open to mis- 
sionaries coming and going, so that 
scarcely a week passes without someone 
finding the shelter of that hospitable 
Bethel. The exercise of this grace may 
mean sacrifice, but its compensations in 
spiritual enrichment are great. See He- 
brews 13:2. When we lived in Sault 
Ste. Marie, Ontario, a dear elderly couple 
who labored with the Shantymen’s 
Christian Association used to stop off 
with us on their way to and from the 
north country. Their coming was like 
a breath from Heaven, and we always 
felt that the home had been sanctified 
by their presence. 


Personal Applications 

What you are determines what you do.

The Busy Men’s Corner 
By Tom M., Olson 


“I beseech you therefore, brethren 
. . .” (Rom. 12:1).—Someone has aptly 
said, “Whenever we meet a therefore 
in the Holy Scriptures,-we should ear- 
nestly endeavor to discover what it is 
there for.” It appears here to teach 
us to respond properly to the mercies, 
the compassions of God mentioned in 
the previous eleven chapters. The mer- 
cies include everything from the for- 
giveness of sins to conformity to the 
image of His Son. 

The proper response on the part of 
a believer is the presenting, or yield- 
ing, or giving over of the body as a 
living sacrifice to God. 

This passage of Scripture explodes the 
theory advocated by some religions that 
the human body is evil and therefore 
cannot be acceptable to God under any 
circumstances. 
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We do well to consider what God says 
about a believer’s body, viz.: It is “the 
temple of the Holy Ghost,” and is “for 
the Lord” (1 Cor. 6:13, 19). It is that 
in which Christ may be magnified (Phil. 
1:20) and God glorified (1 Cor. 6:20). 
And it shall one day be changed like 
unto Christ’s body of glory (Phil. 3:21). 

Being God and having done so much 
for us, He could command, us to yield 
our bodies to Him, but He rather be- 
seeches. He desires a voluntary, a spon- 
taneous offering—and a living one, in 
contrast to the sacrifices offered under 
the old dispensation. 

A dear friend of mine said it was 
years after he was saved before he 
knew the wonderful fact that God was 
intensely interested in his body. He 
knew that the Lord Jesus had died to 
save his soul; but as to his body being 
the temple of the Holy Spirit, this was 


utterly foreign to his thoughts. He had 
never heard of such a matter. 
I like the incident about the aged 


Negro who had been ver'y ill and sud- 
denly recovered. When someone asked 
him how it happened, he said, “That doc- 
tor came along and gave me some medi- 
cine that went through my whole per- 
sonality.” Each believer should be able 
to testify, “The Great Physician came 
along and so marvelously administered 
His superabounding grace that it re- 
sulted in the entire consecration of spirit, 
soul, and body!” 


“And be not conformed but be 
ye transformed” (Rom. 12:2).—The word 
“transformed” is the same as is used of 
the “transfigured” Lord in Matthew 17:2 
when His face did “shine as the sun, and 


his raiment was white as the light.” 
This transformation is brought about 
by the “renewing of your mind.” One 


might be “outwardly very separate from 
the world, perhaps in a monastery or 
convent, or wear the plainest garb, and 
yet in one’s thought be fully conformed 
to this world, or age; but a renewed 
mind takes account of the will of God, 
and of what He has brought in for His 
pleasure” (C. A. Coates). 

The spiritual man, renewed day by 
day (2 Cor. 4:16) after the image of God 
(Col. 3:10), edified by the Word of God, 
goes on to prove, test, or discern “that 
good, and acceptable, and perfect, will 
of God.” . 

“The renewed mind dwelling on the 
sublime purpose of God gains an in- 
creasing delicacy of discernment of its 
own moral action, and is prepared for 
personal guidance in all questions of 
duty and living, and to occupy spiritual 
offices acceptably” (Dr. Stifler). 

A person who makes a profession of 
Christ is an object of careful scrutiny. 
Those who are watching his way of 
living do it stealthily, and without com- 
ment. Often it is done to detect evi- 


dences of hypocrisy or failure; but, on 
the other hand, it is sometimes done to 
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ascertain the degree of the power of 
Christ in the life. , 

What are those watchful and some- 
times hungry eyes reading in your life 
and mine? What conclusions are they 
drawing? And what influences are those 
conclusions having on their attitude 
toward the Lord Jesus Christ? 

One of the most eminent and honored 
lawyers in this country—a man of the 
highest culture, a keen observer of men 
—asked a Christian law student, who 
had strong spiritual convictions, this 
searching question: “Did your accept- 
ance of Jesus Christ make any actual 
difference in your life?” 

How profoundly thankful that con- 
verted young man was to be able hon- 
estly to assure the eager inquirer that 
his habits of thought and life had been 
completely changed! The old philosophy 
of life had lost all its power to attract 
and to satisfy. He had entered into a 
new creation. 

“Let love be without dissimulation” 
(Rom. 12:9).—Here is the first place our 
conformity to the thoughts of God will 
be manifested. Naturally, we think 
very highly of ourselves, but the more 
our minds are renewed, the more we 
accept God’s thoughts, and realize that 
it is not intellect, not wealth, not natu- 
ral gifts, but faith that counts with Him. 
The measure of faith determines our 
spiritual stature. 

I was reading about one brother who 
said to another about a conceited per- 
son: “If we could buy him at the price 
we put upon him, and sell him for the 
price he places upon himself, we should 
make a huge profit!” 

“Overcome evil with good” (Rom. 12: 
10-21).—These closing verses scarcely 
need comment. Notice how they are 
rendered in the Phillips Version: “Let 
us have real warm affection for one 
another as between brothers, and a will- 
ingness to let the other man have the 
credit. Let us not allow slackness to 
spoil our work and let us keep the fires 
of the spirit burning, as we do our work 
for God. Base your happiness on your 
hope in Christ. When trials come, en- 
dure them patiently; steadfastly main- 
tain the habit of prayer. Give freely to 
fellow Christians in want, never grudg- 
ing a meal or a bed to those who need 
thern. And as for those who try to make 
your life a misery, bless them. Don’t 
curse, bless. Share the happiness of 
those who are happy, and the sorrow of 
those who are sad.”

AY, fellows, before the Commanding 
Officer sends a group of fliers out 
on a raid, he calls them together and 
briefs them. There is usually a chart 
on the wall showing the territory they 
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are to cover. He tells them very plainly 
what to do and what not to do. There 
are certain fundamental rules to be ob- 
served. They listen very carefully, and 
some take notes, for there are many 
details, and the mission is extremely 
important. Life and death are involved. 
But the Commanding Officer cannot fore- 
see every emergency; no one can know 
in advance just what the enemy will 
do. So the fliers must be prepared to 
act upon their own judgment when the 
unpredictable happens. 

In our lesson today Paul is “briefing” 
the Roman Christians for the battle of 
life, which is far more important than 
the toughest fighting going on in Korea 
—terrible and tragic as that is. He is 
laying down certain rules of conduct 
for the Christian, to insure for him vic- 
tory in the conflict. In these fifteen 
verses of the twelfth chapter of Romans 
there are thirty-two items of instruc- 
tion for Christian behavior. Count them 
for yourself. Memorize them if you 
will. Make notes of them. They cover 
practically everything that could be con- 
tained in the briefing. 

But just as in briefing the fliers, there 
are some unforeseeable emergencies in 
every life, and here is where the big 
difference comes in. The Christian soldier 
has something better than a_ walkie- 
talkie with which to keep in _ instant 
touch with the Commanding Officer, so 
that he may never for one moment be 
without definite directions as to the cor- 
rect thing to do. More than that, the 
Christian soldier’s Commanding Officer 
does not remain back in the safety zone 
while he goes out alone to face the foe. 
In our Lord Jesus’ last words to His 
disciples as He sent them forth, He said, 
“And remember, I am with you always, 
day by day, until the Close of the Age” 
(Matt. 28:20, Weymouth). Your C.O. 
knows everything that exists out there 
in front, not only today, but tomorrow 
also—and all] the coming days. He knows 
the plans of the enemy, even before the 
enemy himself makes them. That is 
‘what Paul had in mind in the twelfth 
verse when he said, “Continuing instant 
in prayer.” When you are in prayer 
you are dealing with the future as well 
as the present, for you are in direct 
touch with the Holy Spirit who knows, 
and who prepares you for that which 
you cannot see. 

Fellows, if we would just allow our- 
selves to recognize this truth and act 
upon it we would lead a charmed life! 
No possible situation would arise that 
would confuse us or baffle us. We would 
be able to say with Paul, “Nay, in all 
these things we are more than con- 
querors through him that loved us’—our 
C.O. (Rom. 8:37).

My Class of Girls

AST week we talked about the right- 
eousness of God. We found that His 
righteousness is revealed in His con- 
demnation of sin. It is even more fully 
revealed in His plan of redemption. God 
is infinitely loving, so He wanted to for- 
. give sinners. But because He is abso- 
lutely just, He could not forgive sinners 
unless their sins were atoned for. Some 
people think that God could forgive 
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sinners, just by saying, “Oh, forget about 
your sins.” But if He were that kind of 
person, we could not worship Him. And 
most people who want God to overlook 
sin are not so eager that injuries done 
to themselves be ignored. Neither do 
they want the rulers of our country to 
take a careless attitude toward wicked- 
ness. If the governor of our state said 
about every crime committed here, “Oh, 
forget it,” we would all want to leave 
the state. There would be no law and 
order to protect us, and no justice to be 
had. 


God is the great governor of the uni- 
verse. He must preserve law and order 
throughout His vast*domain. If sinners 
were to be saved, He could only do it 
on a righteous basis. And He did. He 
allowed His only begotten Son to go to 
the cross to die for our sins, so that He 
could righteously forgive us. How the 
cross reveals the righteousness of God! 
Think what it cost Him to let His well- 
beloved Son suffer there. He would not 
have done it, if there had been any other 
way whereby He could righteously for- 
give sins. Think of the anguish it 
brought to the heart of God to see His 
Son hanging on that cross, bearing our 
sins. Since God is absolutely holy, jus- 
tice had to be satisfied before sins could 
be forgiven. 


The Lord Jesus willingly suffered, tak- 
ing our place under the wrath of God 
that He might give us His place in all 
the favor of God. God’s infinite love 
and His perfect righteousness are alike 
revealed at the cross of Christ. 

After bringing u§ into His family by 
means of the new birth, God wants us 
to be righteous also. Romans 6 and Ro- 
mans 12 tell us how this can be. Let 
us read Romans 6:1-4. Do you see how 
strongly this speaks against our going 
on in sin? “God forbid” is stronger éven 
than if the great apostle said, “A thou- 
sand times, No.” God has saved us that 
we might “walk in newness of life.” 
Romans 6 explains how this can be done. 
Since the Lord Jesus died in place of 
our unsaved selves, God counts our old 
selves dead. He no longer keeps any 
record of sin against us. The former, 
sinful person is dead in tlhe eyes of the 
Law, so God's dealings with us now are 
with new creatures in Christ. He tells 
us to count that old self dead. Here is 
an illustration of what I mean: Suppose 
someone says something unkind about 
me; I hear of it and my old nature gets 
angry. Now is the time for me to prac- 
tice Romans 6. I should say to myself, 
“There is nothing to be angry about. 
The Lord Jesus died for me, so God 
counts that old ‘me’ dead. He tells me 
to count it dead, too. If she had said 
that about a dead person, the dead per- 
son would not care. ‘Then, Lord, help 
me to pay no attention to what she said 
and to forget it. Instead of yielding my 
tongue to say unkind things about her, 
help me to yield my tongue to Thee to 
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say only the words Thou wouldst have 
me say.’” 

Romans 12:1, 2 tell us to consecrate 
ourselves to the Lord. Read these verses 
in unison. Since Jesus died for us, the 
only reasonable thing we can do is to 
live for Him. After we have presented 
ourselves to Him, we can start living 
out the rest of this chapter. Let us read, 
alternately, verses 9 to 21. What a beau- 
tiful pattern for Christian behavior! 
How do we measure up? Suppose you 
read Romans 12 every morning this week 
and ask God to bring to your attention 
the special command you will need to 
follow most that day. 

Last week I promised to tell something 
about Captain Allen Gardiner during 
this quarter. After his conversion he 
became one of the most glowing exam- 
ples of those who have obeyed these in- 
junctions in Romans 12. 

Allen Gardiner was born in 1794, 
shortly after our American Revolution. 
When still a small boy, he decided to be 
a sailor and to go exploring strange 
countries. One morning when his mother 
came into ‘his room to wake him, she 
found him asleep on the floor in a cor- 
ner. She thought he must have fallen 
out of the bed, yet how could he have 
rolled so far away from it? When he 
was awake he explained: “I slept on 
the floor all night. You see, I'm going 
to be an explorer, so I have to get used 
to roughing it!” 

Allen Gardiner had Christian parents. 
They had family worship in the home, 
and they took him to church, but still 
he did not get saved when a child. He 
was always considered a good boy, and “ 
did not feel his need of the Saviour. 

When Allen was only thirteen, he was 
sent to school to be trained as a naval 
officer, and by the time he was sixteen 
he was out on the high seas. In the War 
of 1812 he was praised for his courage, 
although still only in his teens. 

At this time Allen nearly forgot God, 
except when in danger. One day when 
his ship was anchored off the coast of 
Peru, the little boat which was taking 
him ashore capsized, and he was nearly 
drowned. However, God preserved him, 
and he was enabled to swim ashore. Yet, 
afterwards, he tried to forget this solemn 
warning and went on neglecting God. 

Allen Gardiner’s mother wrote him as 
often as she could reach him by mail, 
and he was greatly attached to her. She 
always told him that she was praying 
for his salvation as well as for his bodily 
safety. One day he received the sad 
news that she had died! He felt this the 
greatest trouble that could have come 
to him because he loved his mother more 
than anyone else on earth. However, he 
did not yet seek the Saviour, but tried 
to forget his sorrow among gay com- 
panions, but he could not. Next week 
we'll see how his mother’s prayers were 
answered.

Doll dresses and boats have 
changed—but not this pattern! Let’s pass 
it around and each of you read one part 
of the pattern. The rest of you think 
if that is a part of the pattern you need. 
(During discussion, list important points 
on an outline of a pattern on the black- 
board, of a dress or other object: such 
as, love, work, prayer, sharing, not get- 
ting even.) How do you think Nancy’s 
life is going to look if she leaves prayer 
out of her life pattern—like a dress with- 
out a sleeve? (Erase that part of pat- 
férn outline bearing the word “prayer.”) 
Sue doesn’t want the poor girl next door 
to play with her dolls. Tim is furious 
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if another in school gets higher rank 
than he. (Other illustrations of points 


may be made.) 

Do you want to make a list from the 
blackboard of the pattern pieces for a 
Christian life? Be sure you use them 
this week. Perhaps you would like to 
write a letter to Paul telling him how 
you have used the pattern he gave the 
Romans and you. This box (have one 
prepared) will be our mailbox next 
Sunday. “Be kindly affectioned one to 
another in honour preferring one 
another” (Rom. 12:10, Memory Verse). 
What a long letter the one to the Ro- 
mans ttirned out to be! (Have the pupils 
show the amount in*heir Bibles.) low 
would you like to be Tertius and write 
all that for Paul? How quickly can 
you find these verses? (1 Cor. 13:4, 5; 
Rom. 1:16; Gal. 6:2: 1 Cor. 6:19; Rom. 
12:10; 2 Cor. 9:7; Rom. 8:28.) One of 
you may locate on the map the place 
to which each verse was first sent.

<4 OTHER, I had the best time to- 

day!” Helen’s mother knew that 
her little girl. (just your size) always 
had the “best time’ when she had spent 
Sunday afternoon at grown-up Jessie's. 
Sometimes _ it was because’ Jessie 
had played old-fashioned records that 
sounded very funny: sometimes Helen 
had “the best time” because Jessie had 
fixed up her badly bitten fingernails 
and encouraged her never, never to bite 
her nails again; sometimes it was be- 
cause Helen had been allowed to wear 
Jessie’s watch: sometimes it was because 
Jessie gave her a lovely gift—a wee 
fountain pen or a bedroom lamp. No 
wonder that Helen’s exclamation was al- 
ways the same when she came home 
from Jessie’s, “Mother, I had the best 
time today!” 

Do you think that Helen loved Jessie? 
Indeed she did. She loved her so much 
that she wanted to do everything that 
she knew would please her grown friend 
She stopped biting her fingernails and 
started taking the best care of them. 
She combed her straight hair and tried 
to keep the stubborn bangs in place, the 
way Jessie liked it. As soon as she got 
to church on Sunday, Helen was per- 
mitted to sit alongside of Jessie. There 
she tried to do all the things that Jessie 
did. She stood straight and tall when it 
was time to sing the hymns: she closed her 
eyes tight shut when it was time to pray; 
and she tried her very best to listen to 
every word the preacher said. (Some- 
times, though, she did fall asleep. But 
maybe that was when she was smaller 
than you girls are!) 

Why do you suppose that Jessie did 
so many lovely things for such a little 
girl? Can you guess? Of course you 
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can. It was because Jessie loved Helen. 
And why did Helen try to do the things 
that Jessie did? Why did she like to go 
to Jessie’s house? It was simply because 
she loved Jessie with all her heart. 
Jessie was her best friend. 

Long ago when the Apostle Paul wrote 
his Letter to the church in Rome, he 
explained that the Lord Jesus Christ 
loved the Roman Christians with a won- 
derful love. The Lord Jesus’ love was 
the kind that caused Him to die for the 
sin of the whole world (Rom. 5:8). Be- 
cause He had done that, because He 
loved every Roman, every person that 
would ever live, Paul said that Chris- 
trans who love the Lord Jesus should 
live in a way that would please Him. 
Whatever the hands of a Christian do 
should please his Heavenly Friend; his 
feet should take him only to those places 
which his Friend approves; his eyes 
should never look at anything that his 
Friend's eyes would not look at: his 
tongue should never say one word that 
would displease his Friend; his mind 
should never once think a thought that 
his Friend would not think. To live 
like that each day, Paul said, was to be 
a living sacrifice—living, not to please 
himself, but living to please the One he 
loves. 

Paul knew that there is such a thing 
as make-believe love (Rom. 12:9). That 
is the kind of love that causes a person 
to act the way he should, but down un- 
derneath he knows he is doing it because 
he feels he must, not because he really 
loves the One he is trying to please. 
That is make-believe love, Paul wrote, 
and that is really not love at all. To 
have a make-believe love toward the 
Lord Jesus makes Him very sad indeed. 

Paul also said that Christians are to 
abhor evil things (12:9). Do you know 
what “abhor” means? It means “to hate 
terribly.” In other words, he tells us 
in God’s Word that the things we are 
to hate terribly—worse than anything 
else—are evil things. But in the same 
breath he says, “Cleave to that which is 
good.” Another word for “cleave” is 
“slue.” You know how glue can make 
things stick together! In just that way 
Christians are to fasten themselves to 
good things. 

Then Paul adds that we are to love 
one another. In fact, God’s Word says 
that each Christian is to put others first 
and himself last. To love others better 
than myself is to have the same love 
that the Lord Jesus has (John 10:15b; 
13:34, 35; 15:13; Eph. 4:32). How can I 
have this kind of love? Why, the dear 
Lord Jesus Himself comes to live within 
my heart-house and if I let Him have 
His way every day, every minute, He 
will help me to love others as He loves 
them. 

First of all, then, we must love the 
Lord Jesus and have Him as our Sav- 
iour; we must serve Him with hearts

full of true love; we must love good 

things; we must love others better than 

ourselves. And God's own Son, the Lord 

Jesus, helps us to do all of these things!

stored: “Before I was afflicted I went 
astray: but now have I kept thy word” 
(Psa. 119: 67). 

As the mind of God our Father, 
through Christ, is unfathomable, so are 
the many other possible reasons for 
allowing His loved ones at times to go 
down into the valley of suffering. Per- 
haps He wants to draw to Himself an 
unsaved loved one, whose heart may be 
softened and whose voice may be lifted 
to God in prayer for the sufferer, and 
even for mercy for himself. Whatever 
the reason, there is a purpose behind it 
all, as we have seen. That it is not nec- 
essarily a sign of personal disobedience 
or sin is also plain. Paul said, “Whether 
we be afflicted, it is for your consolation 
and salvation, which is effectual in the 
enduring of the same sufferings which 
we also suffer” (2 Cor. 1:6). 

If God calls you into sickness, seek His 
will in the matter. Should He will that 
you go down into the valley of suffering, 
rejoice that His purposes, known or un- 
known—it matters not to us—are by His 
choice being worked out in you to His 
glory everlasting.

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live away from home in school or col- 
lege; some may be entering the armed 
forces of our country; some will be fac- 
ing new situations in employment; some, 
in the summer that is upon us, will be 
going away to camp or on vacations. 
And all of these departures from our 
accustomed activities can present temp- 
tations to let own our Christian stand- 
ards for one reason or another. 
ye 

Most of us are not by nature very 
courageous. We are ready enough to 
try to save ourselves from embarrass- 
ment, or ridicule, or scorn, or physical 
pain. Are only certain favored indi- 
viduals, then, gifted with courage such 
as Daniel had? Not at all. Nearly every 
true hero will admit that in the midst 
of danger or difficulty he was scared. 
The difference between the hero and the 
coward is not an absence of fear, but 
one has the courage to face the difficulty 
and do what is right and what needs to 
be done in spite of it. The coward, on 
the contrary, turns his back on the sit- 
uation and seeks to escape from it. 

It will help us to see from what source 
Daniel got his courage and how it was 
developed. First, notice that Daniel 
had a heart conviction regarding right 
and wrong. He had been taught, as a 
lad back in Judah, that God was dis- 
pleased with idolatry and all that was 
connected with it. Part of this teaching 
included the abstinence from any food 
that had been offered to idols and ab- 
stinence from intoxicating liquors. When 
such food and wine were offered to him 
after he had been carried as a captive 
to Babylon, Daniel stuck to his purpose 
not to defile himself. 

If the proverb had then been invented 
no doubt there would have been some 
who would have said to Daniel, “Now, 
don’t be extreme. When in Rome, do as 
the Romans do. Folks will get the idea 
that you are queer if you don’t go along 
with what the others are doing.” Did 
you ever hear such advice with regard 
to smoking, or petting, or taking an 
occasional drink, or when the oppor- 
tunity to do certain doubtful things pre- 
sented itself? 

But Daniel knew, first of all, why he 
did not want to defile himself, and he 
was convinced that his reason was a 
good and righteous one, and he stuck 
by it. God, it is true, gives us courage, 
and we cannot stand fast without the 
enabling and strengthening that He alone 
can give us. But He also expects us to 
use the means that He has given us for 
the development of courage and strength. 
He gives us His Word, with its examples 
of men and women down through the 
ages, and with its promises of what He 
will do for those who will honor Him.

Dr. Kelly on the Virgin Birth 


R. HOWARD A. KELLY was one of 

the four founders of Johns Hopkins 
Medical School, Baltimore. ‘(The others 
were Sir William Osler and Drs. Halsted 
and Welch.) He was one of America’s 
outstanding surgeons. Another famous 
surgeon, Dr. C. Jeff Miller, said of him: 
“His work in kidney-surgery alone would 
stamp him as one of the greatest author- 
ities in modern urology. We long since 
accorded him this honor in gynecology: 
His work in physics and radium makes 
him unquestionably the one to receive 
credit for introducing radium to the 
medical profession.” Another, Dr. Wal- 
ter Chipman, Emeritus Professor of Ob- 
stetrics and Gynecology, McGill Univer- 
sity, Montreal, said of his textbooks, “It 
may well be said that they are among 
the best treatises of our time.” In 1925 
THE SuNDAY ScHOOL Times published a 
series of articles by Dr. Kelly called “A 
Scientific Man and the Bible.” which 
was later issued as a book (now out of 
print). From that book the Times will 
reprint the chapter on “The Virgin 
Birth.” In view of the doubt cast upon 
that fundamental doctrine by the Re- 
vised Standard Version’s translation of 
Isaiah 7:14, this is a timely defense of 
it by a great Christian surgeon.

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by reading it and meditating upon it, 
then He cannot create in our hearts the 
courtige that He wants to put there. 
bd 

Notice also that Daniel disciplined 
himself by habits of regular prayer. He 
followed the practice of praying three 
times a day during times when this self- 
denial meant merely the giving up of 
his own time or comfort. Consequently, 
when the larger occasion arose, and his 
prayer time became a matter of either 
honoring God or honoring the king, there 
was no question in his mind. He went 
right on honoring God. He saw the dan- 
ger and he knew of the plot against him, 
but he did not falter. When he was 
thrown in the den of lions he was com- 
forted by the knowledge that his course 
of action had been right. He could 
quietly trust God to deliver him. All 
too often we wait until the emergency 
arises, and consequently we are unpre- 
pared. We have not honored God in little 
things and, therefore, we are not pre- 
pared to honor Him in the greater ones. 
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Doubtless Daniel did not know how 
God’s deliverance was to come about. It 
could have come by way of death. But 
even so, Daniel knew that, as long as 
his heart was right toward God, the way 
of escape did not matter and all would 
be well. It is such an assurance that 
will establish our hearts in times of dif- 
ficulty and danger. The way for us may 
sometimes lead through real trial, as it 
did for the young soldier who, in the 
barracks, dared to kneel beside his bunk 
to pray, only to receive a blow from a 
heavy boot thrown by a godless com- 
rade. Or, sometimes, He may permit us 
to endure the taunts and ridicule of 
others rather than physical injury. The 
important thing is for us to know that 
we are doing, to the best of our knowl- 
edge and belief, what God would have 
us do, and then to go forward, even 
though, as with Christian in “Pilgrim’s 
Progress,” there may seem to be fierce 
lions in the path. We can be confident 
in the assurance that whatever the future 
holds, God, who holds in His hand the 
future, will do for us exceeding abun- 
dantly above all that we can ask or 
think, ‘because we have put our trust in 
Him and we are counting on Him to 
see us through.
